The German govern- 
ment will be less obliged to enter into 
details, as these are put down suf- 
ficiently, though not exhaustively, in 
the American note to the British gov- 
ernment dated December 29, as a re- 
sult of five months’ experience. 

“All these encroachments have been 
made as has been admitted, in order 
to cut off all supplies from Germany 
and thereby starve her peaceful civil 
population—a procedure contrary to 
all humaniterian principles. 
trals have been unable to prevent 
the interruption of their commerce 
with Germany, which is contrary to 
international laws. 


“The Ame government, as 
Germany readily acknow 
protested agai the British proce- 


tes, 
Great Britain could not be induced to 
depart from the course of action she 
had decided upon. Thus, for instance, 
the American ship Wilhelmina re- 
cently was stopped by the British, al- 
though her cargo was destined solely 
for the German civil population, and, 
according to the express declaration 
of the German government, wad to be 
employed only for this purpose. 
“Germany is as good as cut off 
from her overseas supply by the silent 
or protesting toleration of neutrals 
not only in regard to such goods as 
are absolute contraband; but also in 
regard to such as, according to 
acknowledged law before the. war, are 
only conditional contraband or not 
contraband at all. Great Britain on 
the other hand, is, with the toleration 
of neutral governments, not only sup- 
plied with such goods as are not con- 
traband or only conditional contra- 
band, but with goods which are re- 
garded by Great Britain, if sent to 
» absolute contraband: 
namely, provisions, industrial raw 
materials, etc., and even with goods 
which have always indubitably been 
regarded as absolute contraband. 
“The German government feels it- 
self obliged to point out with the 
greatest emphasis that a traffic in 
arms, estimated at many hundreds of 
millions, is being carried on between 
American firms and Germany's ene- 
mies. Germany fully comprehends 
that the practice of right and the tol- 
eration of wrong on the part of the 
neutrals are matters absolutely at the 
discretion of neutrals and involve no 
formal violation of neutrality. Ger- 
many, therefore, did not complain of 
any formal violation of neutrality, but 
the German government, in view of 
complete evidence before it, cannot 
help pointing out that it, together 
with the entire E pea. opinion of Ger- 
many, feels itself to be severely preju- 
diced by the fact that ‘neutrals, in safe- 
guarding their rights in legitimate 
commerce with Germany, according 
to international law, have up to the 
present achieved no, or only insig- 
nificant, results, while they are mak- 
ing unlimited use of their right by 
carrying on contraband traffic with 
Great Britain and our other enemies. 
“If it is a formal right of neutrals 


fact | to take no steps to protect their legit- 


imate trade with Germany and even 
to allow themselves to be influenced in 
the direction of the conscious and 
wilful restriction of their trade, on 


ho|the other hand they have the perfect 


right, which they unfortunately do 
not cease contraband 
with Ger- 


“In view of this situation, Germany, 
efter six months of patient waiting, 
sees herself obliged to answer Great 
Britain’s murderous method of naval 
warfare with sharp counter measures. 
If Great Britain, in her fight against 
Germany, summons hunger as an ally, 
for the purpose of imposing upon a 
civilized people of 79,000,000 the 
choice between destitution and starva- 
tion or submission to Great Britain's 
commercial will, then Germany today 
is determined to take up the gauntlet 
and appeal to similar allies. 

“Germany trusts that the neutrals 
who so far have submitted to the dis- 
advantageous consequences of Great 
Britain’s hunger war in silence, or 
mostly in registering a protest, wil) 
display towards Germany no smaller 
measure of toleration, even if German 
measures, like those of Great Britain, 
present new terrors of naval warfare. 

“Moreover, the German government 
is resolved tc suppress with all the 
means at its disposal the importation 
of war material to Great Britain and 
her allies, and she takes it for grant- 
ed that neutral governmehts, which 
so far have taken no steps against 
the traffic in arms with Germany's 
enemies, will not oppose forcible sup- 
pression by Germany of this trade. 

“Acting from this point of view, 
the German Admiralty proclaimed 
a naval war zone whose limits it ex- 
actly defined. Germany, so far as pos- 
sible, will seek to close this war zone 
with mines, and also will endeavor to 
destroy hostile merchant vessels in 


every other way. While the German | pe 


government In taking action based up- 
on this overpowering point of view, 
keeps itself far remcved from all in- 
tentional destruction of neutral lifes 
and property, on the other hand it 
does not fail to recognize that from 
the action to be taken against Great 
Britain dangers arise which threaten 
all trade within the war zone, with- 
out distinction. This is a neutral re- 
sult of mine warfare, which, even un- 
der the strictest observance of the 
limits of internaticnal law, endangers 
*l every ship approaching the mine area. 
The German government considers 
liteelf entitled to hope that all neu- 
tralx will acquiesce in these measures, 
as they have done in the case of the 
grievous damages inflicted upon them 
by British measures, all the more so 
as Germany is resolved, for the pro- 
tection of neutral shipping, even in 
the naval war zone, to do evervthing 
which is at all compatible with the at- 
tainment of this object. 

“In view of the fact that Germany 
gave the first proof of her good will 
in fixing a time limit of not less than 
fourteen days before the execution of 
said measures, so that neutral ship- 
Ping might have an opportunity cf 
making arrangements to avoid threat- 
ening danger, this can most surely be 
achieved by remaining away from the 
naval war zone. Neutral vessels 
which, despite this ample notice, 
which greatly affects the achievement 
of our aims in our war against Great 
Britain. enter these waters, will them- 
selves bear the responsibility for any 
unfortunate accidents that may ocrur.

Germany, however, being in a state 
of necessity. where she was placed by 
violation of law, must render effec- 
tive her measures in all circumstances, 
in order thereby to compel her ad- 
versaryq to adopt methods of warfare 
corresponding with international law 
and so to restore the freedom of the 
seas of which Germany at all times 
is the defender and for which she 
today is fighting. 

“Germany therefore rejoices that 
the United States has made repre- 
sentations to Great Britain concern- 
ing the illegal use of their flag, and 
expresses the expectation that this 
procedure will force Great Britain to 
respect the American flag in the fu- 
ture. In this expectation. commanders 
of German submarines have been in- 
structed, as already mentioned in the 
note of February 4, to. refrain from 
violent action against American mer- 
chant vessels, so far as these can be 
recognized 


“In order to prevent in the surest 
manner consequences of confu- 
sion—though naturally not so far as 
mines are concerned—Germany rec- 
ommends that the United States make 
their ships which are conveying peace- 

cargoes through the British war 
le by means of con- 
voys. 


“Germany believes it may act on 
the supposition that only such ships 
will be convoyed as carry goods not 
regarded as contraband, according to 
the British interpretation made in 
the case of Germany. . 
“How this method of convoy can 
carried out is a question concern- 
ing which Germany is ready to open 
negotiations with the United States 
as soon as possible. Germany would 


be particularly grateful, however, if | 


the United States would urgently 
recommend to its merchant vessels 
to avoid the British naval war zone. 
in any case, until the settlement of 
the flag question. Germany is in- 
clined to the confident hope that the 
United States will be able to appre- 
ciate in its entire significance the 
heavy battle which Germany is wag- 
ing for existence and that from the 
foregoing explanations and promises 
it will acquire full understanding of 
the motives and the aims of the 
measures announced by Germany. 

“Germany repeats that it has now 
resolved upon the projected measures 
only under the strongest necessitv of 
national self-defense, such measures 
having been deferred out of con- 
sideration for neutrals.

Redrafted Motor Bus Ordinance, Finished by the City 
Attorney, Goes to Utilities Committee Today—Under 
it Drivers Have Choice of Insuring Passengers or Fil- 
ing Indemnity Bond with City. | 


dinance which some time ago 
was referred “back” to the City 
Attorney's office for  redrafting, 
emerged again yesterday clothed in 
mcre words than ever and with one 
real new kick in it. 

This is contained in the alterna- 
tive provision that drivers of the nick- 
el-chasers must either take out an 
insurance policy guaranteeing their 
patrons against injury or must file an 
indemnity bond with the city cover- 


ing the same point, and in addition 
their own faithful observance of the 
ordinance in all its provisions. The 
amount cf the policy and of the bond 
is left blank In the ordinance draft, 
the sum decided on to be filled in by 
the members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities. In tentative discussions 
ahaa the sum favored has been 
All the old provisions are incorpo- 
rated in the new draft and one or 
two new ones, in additicn to the in- 
demnity clause. One of these relates 
to the return of lost articles, found 
in the busses, which must be turned 
in to the Police Commission within 
twenty-four hours. The busses may 
not refuse to carry anyone who ap- 
plies for passage and pays his fare 
if there is a seat, but they must net 
transport anyone who is intoxicated 
or violent. The fifty-foot rule is in- 
corporated, making it illegal to take 
on or discharge passengers at street 
intersections anywhere down town. 

The ordinance will be before the 
Public Utilities Cemmittee of the 
Council for discussion at o'clock 
this afternoon. Following is its text: 
Section 1—For the purposes of

this ordinance a “motor bus” is de- 
fined to be any moetor-propelléd ve- 
hicle operated over any of the streets 
of the city of Los Angeles for the 
purpose of carrying passengers for 
hire, and which receives. and dis- 
chargés passengers along the route 
traversed by such vehicle. Nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed to 
apply to any street or interurban 
railway car cr to motor-propelled ve- 
hicles used exclusively for sightseeing 
purposes, or to motor-propelled ve- 
hicies used exclus vely as hotel buss- 
es, or to any motor-propelled vehicle 
which is rented from a fixed stand in 
the street, or from a private or pub- 
lic garage, and the destination and 
reute of which is under the direction 
of the passenger or passengers trans- 
ported therein. 

For the purposes of this ordinance 
the word “street” is defined to mean 
and include any street, avenue, boule- 
vard, lane, alley, strip, path, square, 
court, or place used by or laid out 
for the use of vehicles. 

GETTING PERMITS, 

Section 2—It shall be unlawful 
fcr any person to operate any motor 
bus upon or along any public street in 
the city of Los Angeles, unless such 
person shall first obtain a permit 
from the Board of Police Commission- 
ers of said city so to do, in accord- 
ance with the previsions of sections 
1, 2, 3 and 4 of ordinance No. 29,226 
(new sé@ries,) entitled “An ordinance 
regulating the transportation of pas- 
sengers for hire in vehicles upon the 
public streets, providing for the iesu- 
ance of permits therefcr, providing 
for the issuance of permits to per- 
sons for the operation of such ve-

BY DEFEATED ROBBERS. 


T DEVELOPED yesterday that the 
| acsperaaces who held up and at- 

tempted to rob the Southern Pa- 
cific Owl train near Saugus: early 
Wednesday night were well supplied 
with dynamite. Ten.sticks of the ex- 
plosive were found on the door ledge 
of the mail car soon after the bandits 
disappeared, and the authorities are 
working upon the discovery as a tan- 
gible clew to running down the out- 
laws. The dynamité is of excepticnalily 
high power, the kind which only men 
of long experience dare handle, and 
for that reason it is believed the ban- 
dits are of the most dangerous type 
of crooks.

WHY IS THIS FINE 
STATION UNUSED? 


SANTA FE MAY EXPLAIN CASE 
TO COMMISSION AT 
SAN DIBGO. 


An investigation of why the Santa 
Fe has a $300,000 passenger station 
at San Diego that itt has never opened 
will be started today at the Panama- 
California Exposition city by the 
State Railroad Commission. 

Action by the commission is on its 
Own initiative, but follows informal 
made to it by various San 


Diego interests. The notice to ap- 
pear and show cause why the old 
station should not be removed and 
the new one occupied were served 
on Santa Fe officials yesterday. 

The refusal of the Santa Fe man- 
agement to open the new station, 
which is one of the finest in the 
Southwest, is due, stated an official of 
the road yesterday, to causes over 
which it has no control. 

“The abandonment of B street must 
be precedent to the securing of per- 
mission from the commission for the 
laying of fourteen service tracks for 
the station,”’ said the official. “Other- 
wise a death-trap would be created. 

“Moreover, the Santa Fe has of- 
fered to join San Diego in throwing 
a viaduct across these tracks at a 
later date. On the other hand, the 
Council of that city wants us to ac- 


cept a writ of abandonment for three 


years. This we have refused to ac- 
cept, and as we cannot lay our service 
tracks, the station is not used.”

At a meeting of the Bar Association 
of Los Angeles county, held yester- 
day, a committee composed of 
Wheaton A. Gray, H. W. O'Melveny 
and K. A. Miller reported resolu- 
ticns of sorrow on the death of the 
late Col. George H. Smith, setting 
forth some of hig distinctive charac- 
teristics ag a man and lawyer. The 
resolutions are in part as follows. 


It is no exaggeration to say that 
Col. Smith was one of the most learned 
men in the State of California. Al! his 
life long he was a student and much 
of his time was spent in writing werks 
on logic, philosophy and law. He was 
the author of “Elements of Right.” 
“Critical Review of Modern English 


Jurisprudence” and “True Method of 


Legal Education.” 

’ His opinions, found in the Califor- 
nia Supreme Oourt reports, from 
1899 to 1904, and in the earlier Call- 
fornia Appellate reports, furnish 
strong evidence of his ability and fair- 
ness as a lawyer and judge. He had 
a strong sense of justice, and despised 
technical rules of practice when they 
interfered with what he deemed to 
be “the very right of the cause.” 

His private life was singularly pure 
and happy. He lived to a green old 
age, and had troops of friends and 
admirers, whe loved to sit down with 
him and enjoy the rare power of con- 
versation and entertainment that ac- 
companies a ready wit and a mind 
well stored with history and anecdote. 


The best monument to his memory 


is the keen sense of loss and the af- 
fectionate regret at his taking off, in 
the minds of those who knew him 
but to love him.

as to make the license fee cn social 

clubs $50 per month.

Frait Packer Says Orchardist

Turn- 
ing it over in his mind, he called up 
Mr. Jackson, whose voice he had 
recognized, and explained that he had 
not butted in. 

“You are a dirty pup,” Mr. Sanders, 
who sets out these things in his an- 
swer, says Mr. Jackson called him. 
“You are always butting in.”” Mr. 
Jackson even went stronger, Mr. San- 
ders avers, and gave him a ticket in 
the Ananias Club. 

Six days later, Mr. Sanders says, he 
was driving in his auto with Miss 
Blanche Stansbury, when he met Mr. 
Jackson. He stoppea his machine to 
explain that he had not attempted to 
interfere with his use of the line and 
to remonstrate for the abuse heaped 
upon him. Mr. Sanders says Mr. 
Jackson was angry and raised his 
clenched fist, as if to strike him. 

“I told him to keep his hand off 
of me,” states Mr. Sanders. Mr. 
Jackson then asked Mr. Sanders, 
“How much do I owe you for taking 
my wife to the h 7” The an- 
swer was $5. Mr. Jackson was angry, 
raised his fist and struck at Mr. San- 
ders, he says. In order to protect 
himself, Mr. Sanders pushed Mr. Jack- 
son away. 

By now, observing that Mr. Jackson 
was in a threatening mood, Mr. San- 
ders says, he made ready to depart, 
whereupon the orchardist sprang at 
him and tried a half-nelson.
